(a)  “Appointed  date”  means  the  date  of  commencement  of  this  Act; 

'(b)  “King  George’s  Medical  College”  includes  all  dispensaries,  lecture 
rooms,  museums,  laboratories,  libraries,  hostels  and  boarding  houses  used 
in  connedtion  with,  or  as  accessories  to,  or  adjuncts  of  the  said  College : 

( c ) “Gandhi  Memorial  and  Associated  Hospitals”  means  the  Gandhi 
Memorial  Hospital,  the  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital,  the  Kasturba  Clinic  and 
Hospital  (Tuberculosis)  , the  Children  Hospital,  the  hospital  attached  to 
the  Faculty  of  Dental  Sciences,  the  Leprosy  Hospital  and  the  Blood  Bank, 
and  includes  all  hospitals,  dispensaries  and  laboratories  which  are  attached 
to  or  adjuncts  of  any  of  the  aforementioned  hospitals  and  the  blood 
bank ; 

(d)  “the  institutions”  means  the  King  George’s  Medical  College  and 
the  Gandhi  Memorial  and  Associated  Hospitals  ; 

(<?)  “the  University”  means  the  University  of  Lucknow ; and 

(/)  references  to  the  ‘State  Government”  shall  be  construed  as 
including  references  to  the  Government  of  the  United  Provinces* 

3.  On  and  from  the  appointed  date—  Taking  over  of 

the  Institution  s 

(a)  the  control  and  management  of  the  institutions  which  was  trans-  by  Government 
ferred  by  executive  order  with  effect  from  March  1,  1921,  from  the  State  consequent 
Government,  to  the  University,  together  with  the  control  and  manage-  ia  proYl8lon#* 
ment  of  all  properties  and  assets  pertaining  thereto  which  were  in  existence 

at  the  time  of  the  said  transfer,  shall  stand  re-transferred  from  the 
University  to,  and  vest  in,  the  (State  Government ; , 

( b ) all  properties  and  assets  pertaining  to  the  institutions,  whether 
acquired  or  created  out  of  grants-in-aid  from  the  State  Government  or 
otherwise  (including  any  cash  balances  held  by  the  University  in  the 
names  of  the  institutions  or  on  their  account,  whether  in  deposit  with 
any  bank  or  otherwise)  shall  stand  transferred  from  the  University  to, 
and  vest  in,  the  State  Government ; 

(c)  except  as  provided  in  section  5,  all  rights,  powers,  privileges, 
duties,  debts,  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the  University,  contractual  or 
otherwise,  arising  or  accrued  or  incurred  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  any 
of  the  institutions  shall  stand  transferred  to  the  State  Government ; 

(d)  all  references  in  any  will,  deed  or  other  document,  whether  made 
or  executed  before  or  after  the  appointed  date,  which  contains  any 
bequest,  gift,  endowment,  or  trust  in  favour  of  the  University  for  the 
purposes  of  any  of  the  institutions  shall  be  construed  as  if  the  State 
Government  was  therein  named  instead  of  the  University. 

4.  The  properties,  assets  and  rights  transferred  to  the  State  Government 
by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  continue  to  be  utilized  for  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  being  utilized  or  were  intended  to  be  utilized  immediately 
before  the  appointed  date. 

5.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  6,~ 

(a)  every  wholetime  officer  (including  teacher)  or  other  servant  of 
the  University  duly  employed  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  any  insti- 
tution and  serving  the  institution  as  such  immediately  before  the  appointed 
date  shall,  unless  within  90  days  from  the  appointed  date  he  give# 
notice  in  writing  to  the  State  Government  of  his  intention  not  to  become 
an  employee  of  the  State  Government,  become  an  officer  or  other  servant 
of  the  State  Government  and  shall  hold  his  office  by  the  same  tenure  and 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  and  with  the  same  rights  as  to 
retirement  benefits  or  other  matters  as  he  would  have  held  under  the 
University  ii  this  Act  had  not  been  passed  and  shall  continue 
to  do  so  until  his  employment  under  the  State  Government  is  duly  termi- 
nated or  until  those  terms  and  conditions  are  duly  altered  by  die  State

(iii)  the  value  of  all  tangible  assets  and  properties  other  than  those 
falling  within  any  of  the  preceding  clauses. 

4 The  total  amount  of  liabilities  and  obligations  incurred  by  the  Univer- 
sity  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  the  institutions  and  subsisting  on  the 
appointed  date  shall  be  determined  having  regard  to  the  principles  laid  dow» 
in  paragraph  3.

(2)  Notwithstanding  such  repeal  and  any  judgement  decree  or  order 
of  any  Court,  every  appointment  made,  order  issued,  post  created,  action 
taken  or  thing  done  or  purporting  to  have  been  done,  issued,  created, 
taken  or  made  by  the  State  Government  or  its  officers  under  the  repealed 
enactment  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  respectively  made,  issued,  taken 
or  done  by  officers  or  authority  or  other  body  of  the  University  of 
Lucknow  empowered  by  or  under  the  Uttar  Pradesh  State  Universities 
Act,  1973  to  deal  with  such  matters. 

CHAPTER — III

promotion  on  or  after  July  18,  198!  but  not  later  than  August  10,  1992 
on  adhoc  basis  in  the  King  George’s  Medical  College  and  the  Gandhi 
Memorial  and  Associated  Hospitals,  Lucknow  and  is  continuing  in 
service  as  such  on  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  King  George’s 
Medical  College  and  the  Gandhi  Memorial  and  Associated  Hospitals 
(Taking  over)  (Repeal)  Act,  1998  and  possessed  requisite  qualifications 
tor  regular  appointment  at  the  time  of  such  ad  hoc  appointment,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  substantively  appointed  from  the  date  of  such  ad  hoc 
appointment. 

Explanation  : — For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  words  ‘‘Lecturer” 
and  ‘‘Reader”  referred  to  in  this  Act,  shall  mean  the  “Assistant 
Professor”  and  “Associate  Professor”  respectively.”
